THE HARYANA LAWS (SPECIAL PROVISIONS) AMENDMENT ACT, 2022

further to amend the Haryana Laws (Special Provisions) Act, 2019. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Haryana in the Seventy-third Year of the 
Republic of India as follows:— 


1. This Act may be called the Haryana Laws (Special Provisions) Amendment Act, 2022. Short title. 


2. For the long title of the Haryana Laws (Special Provisions) Act, 2019 (hereinafter called Substitution of 


the principal Act), the following long title shall be substituted, namely: - a ged oe

“(1) The State Government within the period of validity of this Act shall 
make a policy for phasing out the specified agricultural purpose vehicle from the 
National Capital Region, Haryana.”; 

(ii) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be substituted, namely:- 

“(3) 811 notices issued by the State Government or any authority for any 
coercive action against any specified agricultural purpose vehicle only on the 
ground that such specified agricultural purpose vehicle has been registered for a 
period of ten years or more, shall be suspended and no coercive action shall be 
taken from the date of commencement of this Act till the 30th June, 2025.”.
